Two  new  stakes  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
will  be  organized  at  BYU  Sunday, 
bringing  the  total  stakes  on  camp- 
us to  eight. 

Elder  Howard  W.  Hunter  of  the 
Council  of  Twelve  and  Elder  A.

ijWallace 
Campaigns 

PITTSBURGH  (UPI)  - Former 
Alabama  Gov.  George  Wallace, 
claiming  his  bid  for  the  presidency 
was  gaining  support,  brought  his 
“campaign”  to  Pittsburgh  Thurs- 
day where  he  was  picketed  by  civil 
rights  groups  and  shunned  by  local 
politicians.  Police  provided  heavy 
security. 

Wallaere,  who  flew  in  from  Syra- 
cuse where  he  c^ned  his  northern 
swing,  was  the  featured  speaker 
at  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Amen 
Corner,  an  organization  composed 
of  businessmen  and  politicians. 

But  most  of  the  speakers  and 
honored  guests  backed  away  from 
the  dinner  under  pressure  of  the 
NAACP  and  the  United  Negro  Pro- 
test Committee. 

An  estimated  900  pickets,  both 
Negro  and  White,  ringed  the  Penn- 
Sheraton  chanting,  “hey,  hey. 
whaddya  say,  Wallace  must  go.” 

They  carried  signs  reading  “Wal- 
lace no.  1 bigot”  and  “Mr.  Racism 
go  home.” 

At  a news  conference  prior  to 
Che  dinner,  Wallace  was  peppered 
with  questions  from  several  Negro 
reporters  on  his  stand  on  segrega- 
tion.
